8 6. His Language and Diſcourſe. 


His Language and Diſcourſe are altoge- 
ther ſuitable to bis Habit and Garbe; all 
Hected and Api/o, but indeed for the moſt 
part much more vie, ſinſull, and Abom ina- 
ble. When it is moſt Innocent, then is it 
Idle and Ligbe, and then moſt quaint and 
Rhetorical, when Drolling or Prophane. 
Although he make it his whole buſineſſe 
whenſoever he dares to be Beobiſb ( which 
indeed he dreads as much as any thing but 
to be Good ) to furniſh himſelfe with an 
Eligant and Comurtlike expreſſion , yet will 
all but amount to this at molt ,- that ſome- 
times he may be 40 le to talke well, and 
ſhow us how much de is a better Speaker 
than a mn: | That he ſhall: be able to 
carte out his Language into ſome of oy 
mo 
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moſt Aaliſ and Diſſembling Compliments) 
and to uteri and affected d iſcourſe, wicu 
many an ſapertinent Parentheſis; And then 
r — hand and 
ſoot do ſo point, accent and adorn all withCur 
rious & Phantaſtick flo iſte st hat his words 
are often as much /of# in his 45m, as big 
ſenſe in his words. 

A piece of „ioſie Bombaſt denominates 
him one of the great Wirs, where the 
ſubſtave of his diſcourſe ( it it have any) is 
dreſſ d up in ſo rude and Anti que a forme; 
that faring (as it were ) the bearer in his 
face, it goes nigh to ſcare him out of hi 
Wit. | 

If Den Quixot or ſome Romance more 
in Faſhion, can but furniſh him with a few 
New-ciyn'd words, and an Idle tale or two 
to make up bis talk at the next Ordinarie 
in his own fond Conceit and by the votes d 
his ſimple Companions, he is carried up to 
Haven; a wanton piece of Drollerie will 
ſend him beyond it.

Here indeed he ſeems to cry out up 
Eve for a laxie and dull ſinner, whilſt ig 
every Oath he loudly ſwears that Soul not 
to be worth a damning , which cannot (4 
ages a temptation. *Tis here he expreſſe 
bis great Charitie to the Devil, for as if 
were afraid the Tempter ſhould have 
great a Load of Other mens ſin at the LA 
and great day of accounts, he freely ex:mpt 
bim from putting bis helping hand to ſome 
of bis fins, and openly proſeſſes he is able to 
go far enough ont of the way to H 
without a Seducer. \

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doth he dayly indene, onely to ſwell up his 
cheeks, and makes his words ſound high and 
big in the ears of thoſe that tremble not to 
hear him? wich what Seldusſe and pride does 
be abuſe Gods: moſt . Holy and tremendows 
Name, by making it a cloak & varniſb to ſer 
off his moſt falſe, /ooſe, and prophane ſpeech. 
es. As if indeed he had this deſparate de- 
ien upon Almighty God, to render his ſa- 
cred Name oazora to the world, by taking it 
ſo oſten into his praphaue li pt. 
_ Unto tha we may here adde that other as 
common extravagancy of his Zongue, which 
is the abaſing and making a Aocł of Gads 
Word, as well as his Name. His Rbetorick 
ſeems all Low and Flat ſo long as his Meta- 
wb lye on this fide Prophanene(s;but when 
has once got a trick to heave up his cheeks, 


and ſet his face. againſt the Heavens, and to 


embo(s his diſcourſe with a Rumbling Oath, 
then he begins to think himſelf an Orator 
with a Wuneſs . |

ug indeed religions that be Mu e of

have the chariti⸗ to t hinke him ſo. Againſſ 
this nam ini brand of a man, be 
takes the reatieſt courſe he can to binait in 
himſelſe; that is openly to rd all rboſe 
that on it, laugbing aloud at a0 ſuetʒ 
+ have more Religion then bm elfe. The chief 
Ceremony of bis Religion next to that of bla 
pheming bis God, is luſtily to ct the Ds 
vil: and to declaime both againſt Hexves 
and Hell in # breath. It is below a Gent le- 
w to be Begger, though at the Gaterof 
Heaven, & the Throne of Grace, ind he does 
as much ſcorn 20 Il is Prayers; as to 4 
his bread, Notbing but Necr/iry can 
ſwade him to do ticber, © Devotion and 
militiꝭ are names wholly inconſiſtent with 
Nobilitie and Gallants ie: Theſe become not 
that brave Heroick Spirit, which bad rather 
chuſe to farve even bis ſaul to all etexnitie, 
then to receive ſalvation it ſelſe at the er- 
penee of a perition. Iis for ſuch faine hearted 
creatures as bave not the coxrage to under- 
go wich Alacyirie the tor ments of Hell fire, 
o 
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be ſtay long, he is no leſſe pain i in "I 
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to foop ſo low, as to beg an Heaven on their 


Toter: Alas he ſees no ſuch /ovelineſſe in the 
things above, as may oblige bim to ſo ſub- 
— Courrſdip: And yet he is ſo conſi- 
dent to enjoy them all at lalt, as if he thought 
God would be be holding ro him for accepring 
his bleffih gs": or as ſome fooliſh/lovers rake 
oecaſior to dowble their addreſſes from the” 
##hindx2ſſe of a Coy Miſtreſſe, God would 
rhe more+knefly importune him to be ſa-· 
vrd, the more auen he looks upon fa 
vim. 

If ever the Gentlemen appears at Church, 
it is but to give you a teſtimony of his cou- 
rate whereby be ſhows how de dares ſome. 
times venture upon what he moſt fears. But 


ten be behaves himſelf ſo prowaly there, as 


if he would" command the” grear” God of 
Herten and Earth to keep bir diff ance: and 
he may de fare, he will, for be will draw 
nig h unto none but ſuch as will firſt dr av 
nigb unto him. But ſometimes his appea- 
rance in che boly Aſſembly argues more 
Cowardice than Courage, und ſhews that he 
ſears the Conſt able more then Gd: and to 
de religions more then appear o.

nailed to the Pillorie. To prevent rediouſneſs 
and to give himſelf as much eaſe as may be;

next meeting Or elſe be meditates upon the 
Ladies as they fit in their Sundaies beauties : 
and then he yerarns from the Church, as 
moſt do who come. thither withino. better 
intentions, ten times more an-Athesſt then 
be came. 4; i Rds 
But as faſt as the Gentleman: Atheiſ has 
taught bim to jcer and /avgh at all choſe who 
are ſo ſefe · haarted, as to proſeſſe a Religion, 
fo well has theic Religion taught them to 
pitey and pray for him that has none. | 
If the Gallant have no eſtate ( as many 
who think themſelves Gentlemen have none): 
he makes his vices bis trade, and ſo traffic 
firſt fora living, and then ſor damnation. The 


Tavern, ſor the moſt part, is his Exchange ,. 


where having prepared the way for one 
wickedneſs by another, ſome drunken cheat is 
uſually the Exriching Bargaine. and this, 
when diſcoverd'd,muſt paſs by the name of 
an [ngenious Frolick, Here he lies drinking 
out the ay, except he be forced to ſleep 2 
the 
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the laſt »ghts Intemperance. This is the 
ſtage of his vit and wantonneſſe: where he 
thinks himſelf ac hampion, when he can kick 
two down ſtairs at once, the drawer and bis 
Bottle,and ſound tbe Alarm to the shirmiſs 
in a loud pea/ of new ſaſhion'd cu ſes. After 
all is done there, he walks the freers as light 
in his head as his parſe, a nd much oftner ſa- 
lutes the Pavement then the Paſſengers. 

He drinks as , outiy, as if he meant to 
carry liquor enough with him in his Belly 
to quench the flames of. Hell, or rather as if 
he meant to drink himſelſ ſo far into a Beaſt 
as he might thereby become uncapable of 
Damnation When be has drunk his fill, 
he ſtudies how to make the next young 


- Heir he meets with pay the Reckoning. If 


he chance to meet with ſome poor Inno- 
cent Lady, whom a ſweet word or two may 
make his miſerable prey, he makes a ſhift to 
ſcrue a ring or two off ber finger, and this 
will both pay the sþot , and his common ſhe 
for his next night Lodging 

In a word, this Ranting Gentleman is a 
Golden, or at leaſt a guided Sinner, a Royal

Aion of blood or digrees there is to be ex- 
pected in hell, or what reſpect will there be 
ſhewn to the Sn of a Prince more than to 
a Beg gar. Which was belt rewarded, the 
Noble Dives, or the poor and fo long deſpi« 
ſed Lazar, A Captive is ſtill to be look'd 
upon

think of him, 1 ſhall never be able to com · 
mend ſuch a mans courage and Alacrity: But

1 
ſhould do ſome violence to tbe true Gentle- 
mans virtuet, ſhould 1 ſay all that are not 
included in the foregoing Charaſter ate jub, 
ſuch as he, and deal ſome what rao. ſeverely, 
with him of whom 1 am now to ſpeak, it [ 
ſhould conclude all chat are none ot the beſt, 
to be the very worſt. 1 find my ſelſe there- 
fore neceſſitated to ſay a little of another, 
who, though he may be thought by many 
degrees above the former, yet have 1 no 
reaſon to call him a Saint. If we eye the 
common cour/e of bis life, and his orginaric 
converſation ;, we may perhaps diſcover in 
bim ſomething more of modeſty, & the wy 
then | 
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then ia the former, yet ſhall we not finde 
mach more then what is to be read in thoſe 
two names, of Religion or the Chriftian : At 
beit,he has in him only /o much of Chriſti- 
anitie as may ſave bis credit in this world, 
not his ſeule in the other. And of this-ſort is, 
(alas I may too truly ſay ) the far greateſt 
part of our Engliſb Gentrie: 1 muſt include 
very many of our mina Nobilitie, & not 
a ſew of the Real too, I mean as far as b 

alone will make them ſe, under this Head, 
This indeed is that Gentleman, whether 
of Citie or Connirie , whom his neighboars , 
as well as bimſelf, do too often, for want of 
a better, flatter into Some-bodie, One, who 
though be has more di{cretion then to be 
fark-ma4, and more ſobrietie than to dwell 
ina Tavern, or to transjorm his owns houſe 
(as to too many chuſe to do) into a perſect 
Bedlam:1 am ſure there wants very little of 
it in many, but the correction and diſcipline: 
Though he be not ſully arrived at the very 
height of vanitie,nor can yet take a pride, be 
at the idle expence both ot eſtate & honour, to 
purchaſe an irremediable poverty to his heirs 
and to bimſelf the empty title of Spark & 
Gallant; Jet he can hardly perſwade me 
E N 
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to believe the principles whereby he is kept 
within theſe bownds of modeſty and ſobriety , 
ſuch as may merit him the name of Gentle 


man or Chriſtian. Indeed the greateſt diffe- 
rence betwixt him and the Gallant, ſeemes | 
to be thi, that whereas the Galant is the 


very ſpume and froth of Nobilitie , which 
ever works #pwards, impatient of a confine» 
ment within any limits whatſoever, but 
alwayes flies out by reaſon of it's extraor- 
dinary /evirie into emptiueſſe and aire; this 
other Gentleman like the les and dregs,by 
reaſon of too great a mixture and partici.

For as the Former freely ſpent 
bis eſtate to make him a Gallant, fo this 
latter as freely parts with all Gallantry to 
ſave his eftate. If nature have bleſſed him 
with ſoine good parti & faculties, and if che 
care of his Parents have added many more 
excellent ornaments & accompliſbments of a 


Gentleman, yet there alwaies appears ſome 


abatement or other in his bearing, which diſ- 
graces all: And there is that baſe a{loy-of

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pieces the Bodie of Chriſt's languiſhing 
ſpoxſe; but let her die, the provident Gentle. 
man had rather ſee ber Carke/# then his 
cheſts grow emptie, and if by ber death he 
may peaceably enjoy ber rev., be will 
hardly mouru, but as ſuch enriched heirs uſe 
10 do, at her funeral. | 

It is long ſince this good man turned 
charitie out of doors, as an unthriſiy Howſ= 
wife, and one that made it her buſineſſe to 
throw all away. The poor come and go about 
bis gates, as hungry birds about a painted 
Vine, at beſt they meet with an hard cruſt 
and harder language. He loves not thus to 
lend bis money, though it be to the Lord, ex- 
cept he would give bim bnd to return him 
tight in the hundred here in this world. 
When our Faviour tells him of an hundred 
for one here below, & eternal life hereafter 
in heaven, be bath as little faith to believe, 
as patience to wait for ſuch a reward: yet he 
could almoſt wiſh, upon condition the for- 
mer part of the promile might be made 
good to him, without perſecution ;, that the 
latter might be reſerved for ſuch who can 
fancy a God in Heaven, better than a thowe 
ſand pound in hand. 
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If this Gentleman can but ſo far deni: 
himſelf as to do no open violence or inj un 
to any man, if he can arrive at that degree 
of Chriſtianity which will enable him to 
reach the negative part of uſtice and c hari 
75, he is apt to think he has made a fair prov 
greſs in the way to Heaven. And yet (God 
Knows Jhe ordinarily miſtakes this part too.

to the Stocks inſteed of a Bed, to call him 
knave & vagabond, that he may have a pre. 
zence not to relive him: to ſuffer a languiſn 
ing creature to qe in the ſtreet, whileſt he 
had enough to /pare where with to feed and 
cloath him, Or to permit a breach in the 
walls of 7eruſalem , when a ſmall ſum out 
of his purſe would repair it; Theſe he can 
by no means reckon amongſt the ſpecies of 
injuſtice, or as defects in charity, but * 
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ſore-counts all good duties as things wes 
ceſſary & no way obliging, indeed becauſe 
chargable and ſeemingly barthen/ome , and 
ſuch as contradict that thrifty forecaſt, and 
neceſſary providence he holds himſelf tyed 
to maintain. He thinks it a greater degree 
of wiſdom to truſt Gods providence now for 
ſome mirac ul aus relief of the preſent poor, 
then to rely upon it for the aſter- curic hment 
of his poſterity. 

Certainly this is the thing t hat paſles ſo 
currently for providence, even among thoſe 
who are counted the wiſer & more rel5pions 
ſort of our Engliſb Gentlemen: bur it this 
can belong to Chriſtianity, then malt cove- 
touſue[s and a worldly mind be reckoged 
amongſt aur Chriſtian virtues. It is (alas) 
too evident what good friends ſuch virtuet 
& ſuch Gentlemen have been of late to our 
Jeruſalem, whileſt our richeſt gallantrie has 
all along, in the ſe calamitous times, choſen 
rather, by a kind of conſtrained bownty to 
reward the Demoliſhers3 then voluntarily to 
part with a farthing to pay the buil ders of 
our ruinated Sion. Beſides this, it is not a 
little to be ſeared that thoſe many contrary 
Oathes and Engagements, Vows and Pro-

of providence ba ve been ſo readily ſwallowed 
(J fear 1 may lay) by the greateſt part of 
our Gentry, will at laſt expoſe their Souls 
within no ſeſſe to corruption, then the con- 
trary qualities do their bodies without. O 
how happy might this poor Nation have 
been even to this day, had not the rich Gen 
tleman, under pretence of a Natural affe- 
tion, & a neceſſary providence, ſet an higher 
eſtimate upon his own che, than the Ark 
of God; upon his own Barn, then the 
Lords Temple, bad he not loved his intereſ 
more than his religion , the ſafety of his

The Gentlemans Charity, is no other 
then his Seul draws ont to his fingers ends, 
Every peice of money be bath, bears as well 
the Impreſſion and Image of this vertae, as 
that of big Prince: and thy i it wich *

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him value the Coyne more, and the Si/ver 
leſſe. He is indeed that true Briarews, which 
has as many hands, as he meets with recei- 
vers:and for this cauſe be is look'd upon as 
a Monte in theſe latter dayes, and very 
rarely to be met with. 

The courſe be takes to air his Bags , and 
keep them from moulding, is to diſtribute 
freely to al that are in need. If he take 
ſome paines to become ric her then others 
it is onely to put a cbeat upon that which 
men miſcall Fortune, and to maniſeſt he 
bath a power ſo great as hers: that is, to 
make himſel ſe poor again at his pleaſure: and 
to ſhow tbat charity can entertaine as rich 
ſervants as he.

He accounts it 
much the /afer way, to truſt his C barity 
thao bis Luxury with the Bag; the former 
will bring in an even rethoning in Heaven; 
the latter perhaps a jo4; one in the Taverne, 
but a very ſad ane in Hell, He delights not 
to ſee any thing. ſtar ve but his Luſts, be lets 
theſe crave without an anſwer, and die 
without compaſſſon. 1 would to God, there 
were many in the world ſuch as bee, we 
ſhould then ſee fewer Beggers, and more 
Gen:lemen. Mens Bachs and Bellies would 
not then ſo frequently re and undo their 
ſcules: Nowadaies, the Gentlemans leather 
wind about his body, and bis body about bis 
Sonle, with no greater kinazeſſe, then the 
twining /vy about che Oake; the Apparel 
ſucks away the nowriſorent which is due to 
the body, and this that other which we owe 
to the Soxle. 

Where be is got able to make Ins Effate 
adequate to his Ale he takes a better 
courſe, and Levels bis dees to his Fortune: 
though be ſel dome have all that he deſerves, 
yer 
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yet he Almaie, bas whatſoever be covers, 


He never wants much of that which is need- 
ful , becauſe he enjeyes all chat be is in /ove 
with. He makes his /;fe and health, not his 
Eſtate or ambition, the ſtan dard, his Reaſon, 
and not his Humour, the judge of his We- 
ce ſſities. 

Such is his Temperance and Sobriety in the 
uſe of choſe Creatures, of which by Gods 
bleſſing he is made owner ; that he ſacrifices 
very much to his God in the relief ot che ia - 
digent, nothing to ſin, in ſatisſying the im- 
portunate cravinꝑs of his carnal laſts.

He feares as little the name of Preciſe 
and Zealoxs, wberewith the Devil l in the 
Mout bs of bis D:/cip/es,thinkes ro fright bum 
out of all Holineſs; as they underſtand chem, 
who thus too freequently abuſe them That 
Zeyſterau breath which the prophane world 
lends forth co deride and oed him in bis 
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mended voyage, be, like a ſgilſul pilate ſo 
orders by che Join — 4 his Sales, 
that he makes hut his greateſt advantage 
ind ſurtherance, which was intended tor 
his ruine. He can go to Heaven with any 
vind, and with any Name, where be is ſo 
fare to meet with a title of Honour; 4 name 
written in the Book of Life, even the Honour 
all bis Saints.” He cannot phancy that to 
any debaſe ment ol his Spirit, which car- 
nei him out upon ſo High and Noble At- 
chien ement s; but thinks it an Happineſſe 
to go into Canaan, though it be through a 
Red Sea, and a rude Milderneſſe; whileſt o. 
thers ( alas ) ſeed ſo greedily upon the

And now this Religion, which he has thus

It ĩs my bear · 
ty prayer, hat theſe may never be »»focked 
wich ſuch bopsfall and gin Plants, uy 
may there Los and thrive, till they arrive 
at that Maturity both of grace and good 
Literature, as'weil as of Tears, that — 
may in due time become, not onely ſtreng, 
but alſo cariorſtyj poliſped Pillars for the ſup. 
port of thoſe two glorious Fabricks of 
Church and State. Thar, as by the ſpecial 
Indulgence of God they were Hononrably 
born; ſo by bis ſpecial Grace too, they may 
indeed live, both truly profitable to his Sains 
here, and as truly g/orioxs with them bere- 

after. 

Thus { Sir) have I done my beſt to obey 
your Command; and, as largely and fully, 
as 
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10 a little time, leſſe leiſart, and yet fewer 
abilities would give me leave, I have given 
you my preſent thoughts and wiſhes concer . 
ning our Engliſh Gentlemen. I have ſence 
you (I fear ) a very little Kernel in a large 
Shell, but now you have it, you may chuſe 
whether you will take the pains tocrack it, 
or throw it into the fire. Whatever it be 
that bere you receive, 28 je Commands 
gave it birth, and my confidence of your 
goodneſſe, bas taught it to ſpeak and go 4- 
broad, ſo does it now ſubmiſſively expect 
your ſentence, whether of life or death. Do 
what you will with all the ref , ſo you do 
but vouchſafe to read thus much in it, that
